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Council Agrees to Initiate Public Forum 
For Citizens Wanting Food Store Open

Impassioned pleas by citi¬ 
zens have persuaded a re¬ 
luctant city council to inject 
itself, in a limited way, into 
the controversy surrounding 
the decision by the Board of 
Directors of Greenbelt Co¬ 
operative, Inc., to divest the 
consumer - owned organiza¬ 
tion of its money-losing food 
store and service station op¬ 
erations. During its regular 
meeting on January 9, coun¬ 
cil agreed to send a letter 
to the GCI board asking that 
the board allow a reasonable 
amount of time for citizen 
rescue efforts; asking also 
that GCI make every effort 
to continue food store opera¬ 
tions in Greenbelt; and of¬ 
fering assistance to GCI 
with aspects within official 
city purview, such as park¬ 
ing and licensing. Council 
also voted to initiate a pub¬ 
lic forum, to be held in the 
Council Chamber on Mon¬ 
day, January 16, at 8 p.m., 
so that all interested citizens 
may meet to organize them¬ 
selves and their efforts, as 
they see fit, in order to ad¬ 
dress this community crisis. 

The motion for a council let¬ 
ter to GCI came early in the 
proceedings, with the motion 
made by counciimember Thomas 
White and seconded by council- 
member Antoinette Bram. Dur¬ 
ing discussion of the motion, a 
series of residents called on coun¬ 
cil to assume a more active role 
in the matter. Charles F. Sehwan, 
Jr. (in a letter to council read by 
Margaret Hogensen), gave as 
reasons for city activity the 
large number of persons, espec¬ 
ially older persons, who live 
within a relatively short radius 
of the store and pharmacy, the 
“potential adverse impact on oth¬ 


er enterprises in the Center if 
the grocery store and pharmacy 
are permitted to close/* and the 
city's ownership of the mall (but 
not the buildings) and two ad¬ 
jacent parking lots. 

Mat Amberg and John Ward, 
attacking GCI management, 
wanted council to try to persuade 
the GCI board not only to change 
its mind but also to consider 
making the Greenbelt food and 
service station operations into 
break-even or even profit-making 
organizations. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld ques¬ 
tioned whether it would be ap¬ 
propriate for the city council to 
ask GCI to change its business 
decision. He felt such a sug¬ 
gestion should come instead from 
a citizen group. But A1 Herling, 
citing the intertwined history of 
the town and the Co-op, said 
it would be “proper and fitting" 
for the council to take a more 
active role. Herling stated his 
hope that action by the city might 
be effective in convincing the 
GCI board to turn to the mem¬ 
bership of the organization and 
its untapped wealth of talent if 
the board and management need 
help in a rescue operation. 

Mayor pro tem Richard Pilski 
told the gathering that “We all 
feel very badly" about the GCI 
decision. He said he thought the 
motion by White would be a 
first step, and that council should 
do all it could to help. But he 
said he was not sure council 
should get into such membership 
matters as the salaries of GCI 
Board members. Council then 
unanimously passed White's mo¬ 
tion for a letter to the GCI 
board. 

Public Forum 

W’eidenfeld next broached the 
idea of a public forum, to be 
started by council but then be¬ 
coming a citizen matter, perhaps 
by organization into committees, 
as suggested by Sehwan and 
Ward. Counciimember Edward 
Putens moved that council in¬ 


itiate such a forum, with Bram 
seconding the motion. 

White promptly declared, “I 
don't have good feelings about 
this, because I'm not sure of the 
appropriate role of the city." 
White said he saw enough citizen 
groups already actively inter¬ 
ested, and meetings already un¬ 
derway, and said such meetings 
should go forward “unfettered" 
by the city. In White's opinion, 
even if the council called for a 
citizen meeting and then took no 
official part in that meeting, the 
city could not deny responsibility 
for calling the meeting and could 
not become thus involved “with¬ 
out some legal ramifications." 
White continued by saying that 
the motion “calls for an inappro¬ 
priate activity" by council and 
would set a bad precedent. 

White's declaration set off a 
furor of debate, rhetoric, re¬ 
buttals, expressions of dismay 
and anger, as well as failed at¬ 
tempts at compromise involving 
both council and audience. By 
the time Weidenfeld called for a 
vote, the citizens seemed more 
or less willing to settle for a 
slightly modified version of the 
Putens motion whereby council 
would initiate a public forum, 
then step out of the way. 

White, however, stood firm on 
his original position. Pilski and 
Bram both gave indications of 
at least some agreement with 
White, terming the issue of city 
involvement “a fine line." Pilski 
suggested that the city's business 
community may be looking very 
carefully to see how council acts, 
with a view to coming befoie 
council with requests for assist¬ 
ance. Weidenfeld and Putens, 
looking at the other side of that 
“fine line," saw no danger for 
the city if it takes only the lim¬ 
ited step proposed. 

The vote was 4-1 (with White 
opposed) in favor of council's 
initiating a public forum. The 
city's advertisement appears 
elsewhere in this issue of the 
News Review. 


CFG Looks at Highway Issues

Highway improvement 
projects were featured at 
the November 29 meeting of 
Citizens For Greenbelt (C- 
FG). Glen Orlin, Office of 
Planning of the State High¬ 
way Administration, discus¬ 
sed the current status of a 
number of planned improve¬ 
ments, including the propos¬ 
ed Intercounty Connector, 
(ICC), and fielded questions 
from members. Also present 
at the meeting was Dr. Paul 
Putnam, outgoing director 
of Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center (BARC) 
and his successor, Dr. Wal- 
deman Klassen. 


Steve Curtis, CFG president, 
presented Dr. Putnam with the 
first honorary membership in 
Citizens for Greenbelt. County 
Counciimember Richard Castaldi 
thanked Putnam for making 
BARC “more than a good neigh¬ 
bor" to Greenbelt. Putnam in 
turn expressed his appreciation 
for CFO's concern for public is¬ 
sues and urged: “continue your 
good work.” 

Putnam's successor, Dr. Klas¬ 
sen, who resides in Beltsville, told 
the group he is looking forward 
to his new post. 

SHA Presentation 
Glen Orlin highlighted the 
current status of several road 
improvement projects. Members 
welcomed his announcement that 
planning was almost finished on 


the new Kenilworth Avenue/ 
Greenbelt Road interchange, and 
that land for the roadway is 
already being purchased. Con¬ 
struction is expected to begin by 
fall 1984 or spring 1985, with 
completion anticipated by spring 
1987. During construction, there 
will be some inconvenience while 
a temporary bypass will be in 
use; specific plans have not been 
finalized yet. Cost for the project 
will be approximately $15 mil¬ 
lion. 

Other projects expected to be¬ 
gin in fiscal 1985-86 include the 
widening of Greenbelt Road be¬ 
tween Mandan Road and the 
Parkway (made necessary by in¬ 
creased traffic to and from Green¬ 
way Center), the Hanover Park-

APB to Look at Article VII 
Proposed Zoning Legislation

A bill before the state legislature to reinstate Article 
VII of the Prince Georges County Charter will be discus¬ 
sed at the next meeting of the Advisory Planning Board, 
Tuesday, January 17 at 8 p.m. in the Municipal Building. 
The bill was the subject of a public hearing before the 
County Affairs Subcommittee of the Maryland House of 
Delegates on December 7. 


The proposed legislation would 
effect a number of changes which 
would give citizens more input 
into the planning and zoning 
process. For example, it would 
permit citizens' associations, not 
just neighboring property own¬ 
ers, to take zoning appeals to 
court. It would prohibit “floating 
zones" (zoning which allows the 
developer to delay specific zon¬ 
ing of areas within the tract). 
It would also permit citizens to 
petition to referendum any un¬ 
wanted zoning amendment, mas¬ 
ter plan, or sectional map amend¬ 
ment. 

Several Greenbelt residents 
were among those present at the 
December 7 hearing. Eunice Cox- 
on, vice president of Citizens for 
Greenbelt (but speaking as an 
individual), urged the Subcom¬ 
mittee to recommend the bill be¬ 
cause “individual home owners, 
particularly those of modest 
means, just do not have the 
funds to compete with wealthy 
developers", whereas a c i v <i c 
group could appeal an unwanted 
zoning decision under Article VII. 
She felt that Article VII was es¬ 
sentially a “Bill of Rights" and 
asked Delegate Gerard Devlin, a 
member of the County Affairs 
Subcommittee, to recommend a 
favorable vote “since many of 
your constituents an Greenbelt" 
support the bill. 

Another Greenbelt resident, 
Charles Hagelgans, spoke m fa¬ 
vor of the bill. Referring to Ar¬ 
ticle VII's ability to permit 
citizen input into the adoption of 
master plans, he said that “the 
master plan is probably the most 
important zoning instrument" and 
that at the present time “once 
one is adopted, citizens have no 
say in the matter." 

In order to be passed in the 
foreseeable future, the bill, known 
as PG 413, first needs a favor¬ 
able recommendation from the 
County Affairs Subcommittee to 
come to a vote in the legislature. 
It then requires 12 favorable 
votes out of 23 in the Prince 
Georges delegation of the House 
of Delegates, and four out of 
seven in the Senate. 

Currently, opponents to PG 
413 include all members of the 


County Council (except possibly 
Councilman Floyd Wilson who 
was absent for the vote), as well 
as Delegates Gerard Devlin and 
Charles Ryan. (Del. Joan Pitkin 
supports it.) Devlin feels the bill 
is “no-growth" and that “this 
county's principal need is major 
industry", which would provide 
more jobs. Councilman Richard 
Castaldi believes there are suf¬ 
ficient safeguards against poor 
zoning already, and that the re¬ 
instatement of Article VII would 
“wipe out any development". He 
was also concerned about possible 
delays in the zoning process from 
citizen petitions to referendum 
(which require a minimum of ten 
thousand signatures).

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Reasons for Decision 

To the Editor: 

We understand and appreciate that a number of Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents are disturbed by the decision of the GCI Board to divest the 
food and service station divisions. We want to*share with you some 
of the reasons for the decision and options to make sure that the 
service to the community continues. 

This decision had to be made as Greenbelt Cooperative cannot 
continue to absorb the losses of these tw T o divisions, which during 
the past 13 years amounted to $9.1 million. The food division has 
lost money for the past 13 consecutive years. During this period 
the cooperative closed 17 stores, hoping that by closing the losing 
stores we would be able to save those that were at least breaking 
even at the time. Unfortunately the losses continued. 

Realizing the importance of food services to the community of 
Greenbelt, special efforts were made to turn this store around. 
Three years ago we performed extensive renovations and purchased 
new equipment costing our cooperative a total of $593,000. The 
remodeling effort did not produce sufficient sales volume to make 
this store viable. In addition, expenses were cut to the bone and 
even the bakery was closed, which was a financial burden to the 
foodstore in itself. 

In our quarterly financial reports in the Cooperator we indicated 
that the food and service station divisions have been losing money. 
At the request of our congress speaker and Greenbelt community 
leader, Benjamin Rosenzweig, in the July issue of the Cooperator, I 
wrote an article indicating the serious financial situation of our food 
division and specifically indicated what the members could do to 
eliminate our losses and I quote, “To do this the members would have 
to increase their purchases at Co-op Supermarkets and Cost-Plus 
by 60 percent.” This unfortunately did not happen. 

We have kept the cooperative's area council members and the 
congress apprised of the situation through monthly financial reports 
on the Co-op facilities in their area. At the annual meeting in June, 
I made it clear to the membership that the losses of these two divi¬ 
sions were presenting serious problems. 

The board and management looked at a number of options in an 
effort to avoid divestiture. However, after carefully studying the 
conditions under which our food stores are operating, some of which 
are beyond our control or the members' control, the report of the 
Food Task Force, the discussion at the congress meeting of Decem¬ 
ber 10, the projections and conclusions reached by the consulting firm 
of Peat, Marwick & Mitchell, which at the request of the board made 
a study of our operations, the board of directors at a full-day meet¬ 
ing on December 17, felt it their responsibility to stop the losses and 
protect the assets of the cooperative by divesting the cooperative of 
two divisions. This decision of the board was made in consultation 
with our legal counsel. 

We want to emphasize the decision of the board is to divest and 
not to close the supermarkets and service stations. This means that 
the cooperative will make every effort to sell the facilities to other 
operators who will continue these services in the community. The 
board also directed us to give priority to existing cooperatives and 
community and/or employee groups in the sale of the facilities. We 
are convinced that operating under different sets of conditions the 
Greenbelt Supermarket could be a viable operation. For this reason 
we are confident that if an existing or newly formed cooperative 
or the employees cannot take over the store, it can be sold to an 
operator who will continue the service to the community unless con¬ 
ditions are created that inhibit private businessmen from buying the 
store. Caution needs to be exercised by Greenbelt Cooperative and 
the community to assure continuation of the service. 

However our first priority is to sell the store to another coop¬ 
erative or community/employee groups. These are options that we 
would like to explore with community leaders and employees. Our 
cooperative is prepared to work with representatives of the commun¬ 
ity and to offer whatever assistance we can. To this end we have 
contacted a number of community leaders and extended an invitation 
to any interested party to. join us in this effort. This effort cannot 
succeed without the cooperation of the community and its leadership.

Open Letter 

To the Members of the Greenbelt 
City Council, the Mayor and City 
Manager 

Recently I attended a crime 
prevention/crime watch program, 
offered by the Greenbelt City Po¬ 
lice Department. 

I would like to state that the 
following letter is not an attack 
on the Police Department but 
rather a statement of concern for 
them. 

Greenbelt City has a good Po 
lice Department with officers who 
work hard and long hours. Hours 
they probably can't remember 
and probably don't care to. 

After the crime watch meeting 
on November 22, 1983, I went 
home, feeling as if I had learned 
a lot more than I thought I 
knew before the meeting. The 
scanner in the dining room was 
going, as it usually does, blaring 
out call after call for help from 
the fire department/rescue squad 
and/or the Police Department. On 
this night there were three offi¬ 
cers working, and they were busy. 
At approximately 9:30 p.m. th** 
officers were sent on a call to 
Springhill Lake. I assume from 
the conversation that took place, 
that one officer went to the aid of 
the victim, while the other two 
officers were searching the ad¬ 
joining area while waiting for a 
description of the victim's at¬ 
tackers. A few minutes later I 
heard the officers request a call 
be made to the County Police to 
see if they had a K-9 dog avail¬ 
able to help in the search, to 
track the suspect or suspects. 

Later, the dispatcher advised 
the officer (in charge—I assume) 
that two other non-emergency 
calls had come in, and would 
anyone be able to take them. 

This is when I started thinking 
about all I had heard for the 
preceding two hours at the meet¬ 
ing. Everyone at the meeting was 
told to call the Police Depart¬ 
ment if we saw suspicious per¬ 
sons or autos, or heard noises 
that were not commonly heard 
around the neighborhood. Any 
thing out of the ordinary, don't 
hesitate to call the Police. My 
question to you is, “What good 
would it have done to cad the 
POLICE?!” and had an “EMER¬ 
GENCY” type call come through, 
what would they have done? 

I have a copy of the P.G. Jour¬ 
nal from August 16, 1983, which 
states that Greenbelt is growing 
by leaps and bounds—property 
assessments have risen by 41% 
from $99 million to $140 million. 
Business, property, computers and 
equipment taxes have risen by 
619%, increasing from $3.2 mil¬ 
lion to $23 million—and this is

"Protect Your Air" 

To the Editor: 

1 left a restaurant this week¬ 
end, with my wife and daughters, 
smelling like a smokestack, 
though none of us are smokers. 
All the adjacent tables had smok¬ 
ers, who at one time or another 
lit up their cigarettes, being ever 
so careful to blow their smoke 
away from themselves. This made 
me fume. We were in Prince 
Georges County, one of the few 
that has been enlightened enough 
to require non-smoking sections 
in restaurants. 

However, few restaurants seem 
to follow the law, each one hav¬ 
ing some excuse for non-compli¬ 
ance. One has a bar which is an 
integral part of the restaurant, 
and one has less than 75 seating 
capacity. Amazing! The one res¬ 
taurant which should have no- 
smoking because of its , size is 
exempted. 

The facts are clear! Passive 
Smoking (inhaled smoke by a 
nonsmoker) is dangerous to your 
health, even if you're healthy, 
causing stinging eyes, running 
nose, dry throat, headache and 
dizziness. In unhealthy people 
with heart disease, lung disease 
and asthma, and also children, the 
passive smoke can cause difficulty 
breathing, chest pain, coughing, 
etc. It is also a known fact that 
smoke in a room will gravitate 
and cling to people. 

It's time we, the non-smokers, 
asserted ourselves. Non-smoking 
should be the rule, not the excep¬ 
tion! Restaurants should not 
designate impenetrable nooks as 
their non-smoking sections. If a 
restaurant has a designated 
smoking section, this should, by 
law, have a special ventilation 
system to draw the smoke upward 
and out of the eating area. 

There are currently three bills 
before our state legislature which 
need your support. Call or write 
your local state delegation sena¬ 
tor and protect your air.

way extension, and the widening 
of Cherrywood Lane to service 
the future Metro station. 

Somewhat less definite but also 
under consideration are an exten¬ 
sion of Cherrywood Lane across 
the Beltway, not to be begun be¬ 
fore the late 80’s or early 90's, 
and the Federal Highway Ad¬ 
ministration's (FHA) recom¬ 
mendations for improvements to 
the Spellman Parkway-Greenbelt 
Road interchange. These include 
widening the roadway under the 
bridge from to 3 lanes, ex¬ 
tending the acceleration lane, and 
making the exit ramp to Green- 
belt Road a more gradual curve. 
Currently no funding is available 
for these improvements, but 
Representative Steny Hoyer, who 
requested the study, will work 
with the Department of Interior 
to try to secure funds. 

City Manager James Giese 
commented that council has tak¬ 
en no position as yet on the FHA 
proposed improvements, but that 
they do have an interest in wid¬ 
ening Hanover Parkway; Oriin 
noted that this was not currently 
a state project. 

Decision Imminent 

Since a decision on the ICC 
option is imminent, Oriin pointed 
out that now is the time for those 
in the affected areas to indicate 
their preferences to the SHA. 
So far SHA itself has stated only 
an informal preference: in re¬ 
sponse to queries from Montgom¬ 
ery County, they said they were 
leaning toward alternate G with 
some modifications, but stated no 
specific plans for Prince Georges 
County. 

Groups in Montgomery County 
are divided as to their prefer¬ 
ences. Park and Planning for 
that county prefers alternate G 
while the City of Rockville pre¬ 
fers alternate A, the no-build 
option. In Prince Georges County, 
Laurel is against alternate A 
since they are currently bearing 
the brunt of excessive north - and 
west - bound traffic. Prince 
Georges Park and Planning pre¬ 
fers an arterial road which would

intersect present roads (not a 
specific ICC option), while the 
Prince Georges County Council 
has voted unanimously against 
any of the build alternatives. 
Greenbelt's City Council has also 
endorsed the no build alternative 
and expressed its strong opposi¬ 
tion to any highway joining the 
Spellman Parkway since this 
would increase traffic both on the 
Parkway and Greenbelt Road. 

Member Reactions 

Reactions from CFG members 
to the ICC build options were 
largely negative. Eunice Coxon 
was concerned about air pollu¬ 
tion from the traffic. Oriin re¬ 
sponded that in fact a lot of pol¬ 
lution is caused by cars idling 
in stop-and-go traffic and that 
a larger road would relieve this, 
assuming no increase in traffic. 
A member replied that the high¬ 
way would attract more cars, and 
Oriin agreed. Steve Curtis added 
that there would be “no way to 
control" an increase in traffic. 
Keith Ohernikoff felt that the 
ICC would funnel more traffic 
onto Kenilworth Avenue. Coxon 
observed that “the only ones who 
favor (the ICC) are the large 
developers," 

At this point, Planning and 
Zoning Committee chairman Bar¬ 


ry Schlesinger moved that CFG 
adopt a preference for al;ernate 
A. He predicted that if built, the 
ICC would create a “whole new 
urbanization" as had the Capi¬ 
tal Beltway. The ICC would make 
Greenbelt an island completely 
surrounded by large highways. 
He observed that an improvement 
in roads encourages a higher level 
of development and thus ulti¬ 
mately increases congestion He 
warned that pressure against the 
ICC was not strong enougn and 
that Prince Georges and Mont¬ 
gomery Counties should get to¬ 
gether and take a stand on the 
entire study area, not just each 
county's individual concerns. He 
added that even if the ICC were 
not built, something could and 
should be done to relieve Laurel's 
and other local congestion. The 
motion to endorse alternate A 
passed unanimously. 

Zoning Reform 

Schlesinger also reported that 
the Maryland General Assembly 
is considering a bill to reinstate 
Article VII into the PG County 
charter, (a public hearing was 
held December 7.) The effect of 
Article VII would be to g ; ve 
citizens more control over the 
zoning process. For example, it 
would prohibit floating zones,

The Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad 
responded to 30 emergency calls 
for the first week of 1984. Those 
calls included 3 building fires, 2 
house fires, 7 motor vehicle acci¬ 
dents involving injuries, 1 food- 
on-the-stove fire, 2 chimney fires, 
and numerous nonemergency 
calls. The Rescue Squad respond¬ 
ed to 10 emergency calls involv¬ 
ing various illnesses and injuries 
and one call for a possible emer¬ 
gency childbirth. 

Fire Prevention Tip 


day, January 8, the Greenbelt 
department was alerted to a 
house fire to the rear of the Mini¬ 
mart on Greenbelt Road, just 
beyond the city limits. Upon ar¬ 
rival the house was found to be 
well involved in fire and reports 
were circulating that someone 
was trapped inside. 

A search was conducted and 
one elderly person, later identi¬ 
fied as Clara Truitt, was found 
inside, apparently overcome by 
smoke. But efforts by Fire and 
Rescue personnel to revive the 
victim were unsuccessful. The 
blaze was extinguished. 


Now that the Holiday Season 
is over, it is our hope that resi¬ 
dents have removed Christmas 
trees from their homes and apart¬ 
ments. Most natural trees will be 
completely dried out by this time 
and pose a very real threat to 
lives and property. The City of 
Greenbelt provides free disposal 
from various locations. Informa¬ 
tion can be obtained from the city 
Public Works Dept. (474^003), 
as to the different locations. 
Please do not place old trees in 
basement trash areas or in areas 
directly next to buildings. 

Chimney Fires 

On Saturday, Jan. 7, and again 
on Sunday, Jan. 8, the Greenbelt 
Fire Department responded to 
chimney fires. Both incidents 
were soon brought under control 
and damage to property was min¬ 
imal. But residents who burn 
wood for heat are encouraged to 
keep their chimneys and flue pipes 
clean and in proper working or¬ 
der, It is also recommended that 
wood with a high “sap” level, 
such as pine and fir, be avoided 
for heating purposes. Unburned 
pitch collects inside the flue pipes 
very rapidly and can ignite.
